TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
CANNOCK  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for 
the  Year  1969.  The  report  has  been  compiled  on  the  general  lines 
indicated  by  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  Circular 
1/70.  Under  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Social  Services  Order,  1968, 
which  came  into  operation  on  1st  November,  1968,  the  Ministry  of 
Health  was  dissolved  and  all  its  functions,  along  with  those  of  the 
Ministry  of  Social  Security,  were  transferred  to  the  new  Department 
of  Health  and  Social  Security.  The  new  department  is  headed  by 
the  Secretary  of  State  for  Social  Services,  who,  in  addition  to  his 
responsibility  for  the  new  combined  department,  will  continue  to 
co-ordinate  the  whole  range  of  social  services.  Under  the  Secretary 
of  State  there  are  two  Ministers  of  State,  one  of  whom  will  have 
responsibilities  in  the  field  previously  covered  by  the  Minister  of 
Health.  The  other  will  have  responsibilites  in  the  field  previously 
covered  by  the  Minister  of  Social  Security. 

In  the  Cannock  Rural  District  in  1969  the  Live  Birth  Rate 
was  26.2  (adjusted — 22.0)  per  1,000  population,  and  the  Death 
Rate  7.8  (adjusted — 11.9),  compared  with  the  respective  figures  of 
16.3  and  11.9  for  England  and  Wales.  There  were  1,117  live  births 
in  the  Rural  District  in  1969  (577  male,  540  female)  and  total 
number  of  deaths  was  333,  live  births  thus  exceeding  total  deaths 
by  784.  Deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  numbered  20  (9 
male,  11  female),  giving  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  17.9  per  1,000 
live  births,  compared  with  a figure  of  18.1  for  England  and  Wales. 
12  of  the  20  infants  who  died  in  the  Rural  District  were  under  one 
week  of  age. 
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Five  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  2 cases  of  Whooping  Cough,  and 
137  cases  of  Measles  were  notified  in  1969,  compared  with  respective 
figures  of  9,  2,  and  248  in  1968.  No  cases  of  Diptheria  were 
notified.  No  cases  of  Paralytic  Poliomyelitis  occured  in  the  R.D. 

Malignant  diseases  caused  deaths  of  61  persons  (35  male,  26 
female)  in  1969,  15  (14  male,  1 female)  being  due  to  Carcinoma  of 
the  Lung  and  Bronchus.  In  England  and  Wales  a further  rise  occured 
in  1969  in  the  mortality  from  this  latter  disease,  from  1,011  to  1,039 
per  million  in  men  and  from  197  to  202  in  women.  There  were  2 
male  deaths  from  other  Tuberculosis  in  the  Cannock  R.D.  in  1969. 

As  a result  of  coding  to  the  8th  revision  of  the  International 
Classification  of  Diseases,  1965,  figures  under  “other  Tuberculosis” 
now  include  all  deaths  from  “late  effects”  some  of  which  formerly 
have  been  assigned  to  “Respiratory  Tuberculosis”. 

The  mid- 1969  population  of  the  Cannock  Rural  District  was 
estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  as  42,670,  compared  with  41,710 
at  mid-1968  and  24,166  at  the  1951  Census  (Census  1961,  30,257). 

In  1969  the  Council  built  58  new  Council  Houses  in  the  district, 
and  273  houses  were  completed  by  private  enterprise.  The  location 
of  these  houses  is  shown  in  the  body  of  the  Report.  At  the  end  of 
the  year  the  number  of  post-war  dwellings  erected  by  the  Coimcil 
totalled  2,539. 

In  the  body  of  the  Report  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
deals  with  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate  during  the  year. 

There  are  14,058  inhabited  houses  in  the  Cannock  R.D.  The 
rateable  value  of  the  district  is  £1,340,466  and  the  product  of  a penny 
rate  £5,280. 

The  Public  Health  Department  expresses  thanks  to  the  Public 
Health  Committee  and  Council  for  their  interest  and  help  in  the 
work  of  the  Department.  Thanks  are  also  expressed  to  the  Ofl5cers 
of  the  other  Departments  of  the  Council  for  their  co-operation,  and  to 
Dr.  D.  H.  McQ)llum,  who  has  acted  for  me  during  holiday  periods, 
etc.

The  working  population  of  the  district  is  engaged  in  Coal- 
mining, Agriculture,  Brick  and  Tile  Making  and  Engineering. 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES,  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES, 
NURSING  IN  THE  HOME,  TREATMENT  CENTRES, 

AND  HOSPITALS 

Facilities  for  bacteriological  examinations  are  made  available  to 
Medical  Practitioners  in  the  area  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service,  Stafford.  Facilities  include  examination  of  throat  swabs, 
sputum  tests,  blood  tests,  etc.  The  results  of  all  examinations  relevant 
to  Public  Health  are  made  available  to  the  appropriate  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  The  Director  of  the  Stafford  Laboratory  was 
Dr.  P.  Cavanagh,  whose  expert  advice  was  readily  available  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  when  occasion  demanded. 

Bacteriological  examinations  of  samples  of  water  are  undertaken 
by  the  Laboratory  Service. 

Chemical  examinations  of  samples  of  water,  sewage  effluents, 
etc.,  are  carried  out  at  the  County  Chemical  Laboratory,  Stafford, 
which  is  directed  by  R.  S.  Hatfull,  M.Chem.A.,  F.R.I.C.,  F.R.S.H., 
the  County  Analyst. 

The  duty  of  providing  Ambulance  Services  is  placed  upon  the 
County  Council  as  Local  Health  Authority  under  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1946.  The  responsibility  for  Isolation  Hospitals  for 
Infectious  Diseases  lies  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  School 
Clinics,  Child  Welfare  Centres,  and  Ante-Natal  Clinics  are  made 
available  by  the  Staffordshire  ^unty  Council  in  different  parts  of 
the  district. 

The  district  is  well  served  by  General  Hospitals  (Walsall,  Wol- 
verhampton, Stafford),  and  by  the  General  Medical  Practitioners 
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practising  in  the  area.  District  Nurses,  Midwives,  and  Health  Visitors 
do  much  good  work  in  promoting  the  health  and  welfare  of  the 
inhabitants. 

During  ±e  year  the  Council  subscribed  to  the  Health  Education 
Council,  whose  help  is  available  in  Health  Education  matters.  Use 
was  made  of  Health  Education  leaflets,  etc.,  relating  to  Infectious 
Diseases,  Food  Hygiene,  and  so  on.

In  the  Cannock  Rural  District  in  1969  the  Live  Birth  Rate  per 
1,000  of  the  population  was  26.2,  compared  with  a rate  of  16.3  for 
England  and  Wales  (Comparability  Factor  0.84).  (Cannock  R.D. 
Adjusted  Live  Birth  Rate,  22.0).  The  Ratio  of  the  Local  Adjusted 
Birth  Rate  to  the  National  Rate  was  1.35. 


The  Area  Comparability  Factors  for  use  with  Crude  Birth  and 
Death  Rates  contain  adjustments  for  boundary  changes  and  make 
allowance  for  the  way  in  which  the  sex  and  age  distribution  of  the 
local  population  differs  from  that  of  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 
In  addition,  the  Death  Rate  Area  Comparability  Faaors  have  been 
adjusted  specifically  to  take  account  of  the  presence  of  any  residential 
institutions  in  each  area.  When  local  Crude  Birth  and  Death  Rates 
are  multiplied  by  the  appropriate  Area  Comparability  Factor  they 
are  comparable  with  the  Crude  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  or  with 
the  corresponding  adusted  rate  for  any  other  area. 

The  Still  Birth  Rate  per  1,000  population  was  0.19  the  figure 
for  England  and  Wales  being  0.22.  4.7  per  cent  of  the  live  births 
were  illegitimate  (1  to  21).  There  were  1,117  live  births  in  1969  (53 
of  those  being  illegitimate),  577  were  male  children  and  540  female. 
Still  births  totalled  8 (5  male,  3 female),  none  being  illegitimate.

In  1968  in  England  and  Wales  80.6%  of  all  births  took  place 
in  institutions  (78.6%  in  N.H.S.  Hospitals).  The  Institutional  Con- 
finement Rate  was  64.3%  (N.H.S.  Hospitals,  60.2%)  in  1955. 
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DEATHS 

In  1969  the  Death  Rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  (Compar- 
ability Factor  1.52)  was  7.8  compared  with  a rate  of  11.9  for  England 
and  Wales.  (Cannock  R.D.  Adjusted  Death  Rate,  11.9).  In  the 
Cannock  Rural  District  in  1969  total  deaths  numbered  333  (185 
males,  and  148  females).  The  excess  of  live  births  over  total  deaths 
was  784.  The  Natural  Increase  for  1969  in  England  and  Wales  was 
218,079.  The  Ratio  of  the  Local  Adjusted  Death  Rate  to  the  National 
Rate  was  1.00

INFANT  MORTALITY  RATE 

Deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  numbered  20  (9  males, 
11  females),  four  illegitimate.  Of  these  20  children,  12  were  under 
the  age  of  one  week.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  in  the  Cannock 
Rural  District  was  17.9  per  1,000  live  births,  compared  with  18.1  for 
England  and  Wales.  At  the  turn  of  the  century  in  England  and  Wales 
the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  about  150  per  1,000  live  births. 
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DEATHS  UNDER  ONE  YEAR,  1969 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  17.9  (England  and  Wales,  18.1). 
Twenty  children  (9  male,  11  female)  died  under  one  year  of  age 
(14,397  in  England  and  Wales).  Four  of  the  20  were  illegitimate 
(4  female).  Twelve  died  at  under  one  week  of  age  (7  male,  5 female). 
The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  per  1,000  Legitimate  Births  was  15.0  in 
the  Cannock  R.D.,  the  Illegitimate  Infant  Mortality  Rate  being  75.5.

There  were  8 Still  Births  in  the  Cannock  Rural  District  in 
1969  (5  male,  3 female).  This  represents  a Still  Birth  Rate  of 
7.1  per  1,000  live  and  still  births,  compared  with  a figure  of  13.0 
for  England  and  Wales. 

Of  the  20  children  who  died  at  under  one  year  of  age,  14 
were  under  four  weeks,  representing  a Neo-natal  Mortality  Rate  of 
12.5  per  1,000  live  births.  In  England  and  Wales,  deaths  of  infants 
under  four  weeks  numbered  9,603  giving  a Neo-natal  Mortality 
Rate  of  12.0  per  1,000  live  births. 

In  England  and  Wales  in  1969,  live  births  registered  during  the 
year  numbered  797,542,  which  was  24,458  fewer  than  in  1968.  There 
were  14,397  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  in  1969,  giving 
a rate  of  18.1  per  1,000  live  births.  In  1938  the  rate  was  52.8. 

Total  deaths  in  England  and  Wales  in  1969  numbered  579,463 
representing  a rate  of  11.9  per  1,000  population,  compared  with 
death  rates  of  11.9  in  1968  and  11.2  in  1967.  There  were  10,662 
Still  Births  in  1969  in  England  and  Wales.  In  five  years  1889-1893 
in  England  and  Wales,  the  Live  Birth  Rate  was  30.8  per  1,000 
population  and  the  Death  Rate  was  19.7.  The  mid-1969  home 
population  of  England  and  Wales  was  48,826,800.

CANCER  OF  THE  LUNG  AND  BRONCHUS 

In  the  Cannock  Rural  District  in  1969  there  were  fifteen  deaths 
(14  male,  1 female)  registered  as  being  due  to  Carcinoma  of  the 
Lung  or  Bronchus.  In  England  and  Wales  in  1969  deaths  from 
Carcinoma  of  the  Lung  or  Bronchus  showed  an  increase  from  1,011 
to  1,039  per  million  population  in  men,  and  from  197  to  202  in 
women  over  the  1968  figures.  Deaths  from  this  cause  numbered 
29,763  (24,689  male,  5,074  female). 

In  the  Cannock  Rural  District  in  1969  there  were  61  deaths 
(35  male,  26  female)  from  Malignant  Diseases  (all  forms).  This 
represented  18.3%  of  the  total  deaths.  Cancer  of  the  Lung  caused 
4.5%  of  total  deaths  (7.6%  of  the  Male  Deaths  and  0.7%  of  Female 
Deaths).  40%  of  the  Male  Cancer  Deaths  was  due  to  Lung  Cancer. 
The  latter  disease  accounted  for  3.8%  of  the  Female  Cancer  Deaths.

In  1969  in  England  and  Wales,  male  deaths  from  Cancer,  all 
sites,  totalled  61,984  and  female  deaths  52,743.  This  represented 
a Death  Rate  of  2,610  per  million  in  men  and  2,103  in  women. 
The  1968  rates  were  2,583  and  2,063  respectively. 

Lung  Cancer  accounted  for  39.8%  of  the  Male  Cancer  (all 
sites)  deaths  in  England  and  Wales  in  1969,  and  for  9.6%  of  the 
female  Cancer  Deaths. 

“Any  reduction  in  cigarette  smoking  in  a gain  to  health — 
immediately  in  respiratory  function,  in  the  short  run  in  a reduction 
of  illness  and  in  the  longer  term  in  reduced  risk  of  premature  death 
from  Chronic  Bronchitis,  Coronary  Thrombosis  and  Lung  Cancer.” 

EXPECTATION  OF  LIFE— ENGLAND  AND  WALES 

Based  on  1962-64  data,  the  expectation  of  life  for  a boy  at 
birth  is  given  as  68.1  years  and  that  of  a girl  74.1  years.  This 
compares  with  67.3  and  72.7  in  1953,  48.5  and  52.3  in  1901-10, 
and  with  40  years  and  42  years  in  1841.  This  does  not  imply  that 
on  the  average  people  are  living  longer.  The  expectation  of  life  at 
one  year  of  age  has  remained  practically  stationary  at  69  years  for 
men  and  74  years  for  women  since  1954.  More  persons  are  reaching 
three  score  years  and  ten,  but  the  proportions  living  much  longer 
has  not  increased.  In  1841  the  increase  in  expectation  of  life  after 
the  first  year  was  seven  years.  In  1962  this  had  been  reduced  to  one 
year,  the  difference  being  due  entirely  to  the  great  reduction  of 
infant  mortality  occuring  in  the  interval. 

For  ages  up  to  the  early  forties  the  number  of  males  in  the 
home  population  exceeds  the  number  of  females,  but  at  higher  ages 
females  increasingly  outnumber  males.

SCARLET  FEVER 

Five  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  in  the  Cannock  Rural 
District  in  1969,  compared  with  nine  in  1968.  No  deaths  were 
recorded. 

Scarlet  Fever  continues  to  be  relatively  mild. 


MEASLES 

137  cases  of  Measles  were  notified  in  the  Cannock  Rural  District 
in  1969,  compared  with  248  in  1968.  No  deaths  were  recorded.  552 
children  were  vaccinated  against  measles  during  the  year. 


WHOOPING  COUGH 

Two  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were  notified  in  the  Cannock 
Rural  District  in  1969,  compared  with  two  in  1968.  No  deaths  were 
recorded.  472  children  were  vaccinated  against  Whooping  Cough  in 
the  Cannock  Rural  District  in  1969,  and  436  were  given  reinforcing 
injections. 


POLIOMYELITIS 

No  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  were  notified  in  the  Cannock  Rural 
District  in  1969.  During  the  year  575  persons  received  primary 
protective  doses  of  vaccine  and  928  were  given  reinforcing  doses. 


DIPHTHERIA 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  in  the  Cannock  Rural 
District  in  1969.  The  last  case  was  notified  in  1952. 

In  the  period  1916-25  the  annual  average  of  Diphtheria  notifica- 
tion was  51,572,  with  an  average  of  4,214  deaths  per  years. 

During  1969,  586  children  were  immunised  against  Diphtheria 
in  the  Cannock  Rural  District,  while  881  children  received  reinforcing 
injections  to  boost  their  previous  immunising  injeaions. 

595  children  were  vaccinated  against  Tetanus  in  1969,  and  920 
had  reinforcing  injections.

VACCINATION  AGAINST  SMALLPOX 

No  cases  of  Smallpox  occured  in  the  Cannock  Rural  Distria  in 
1969.  521  persons  in  the  district  were  vaccinated  during  the  year. 
In  addition,  42  persons  aged  2 — 15  years  were  re- vaccinated.

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HOUSING,  ETC. 

Captain  Page,  the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  has  kindly 
let  me  have  the  following  comments  re-work  in  1969. 

“During  1969,  58  new  Council  dwellings  were  completed,  bring- 
ing the  total  of  post-war  dwellings  constructed  to  2,539,  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year  there  were  a further  47  under  construction. 

Private  development  produced  273  new  dwellings,  with  a further 
204  imder  construction. 

The  contract  for  the  construction  of  the  new  sewage  treatment 
plant  at  Drayton  was  completed  and  formally  opened  by  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Council  in  September,  1969.  Work  proceeded  throughout 
the  year  on  the  Penkridge  Flood  Proctection  Scheme,  involving  the 
reconstruction  of  the  bridges  at  New  Road  and  Crown  Bridge  and  a 
new  bridge  at  Vale  Gardens.  The  sewerage  scheme  to  convey  flows 
from  Huntington  to  Penkridge  was  completed  and  a similar  scheme 
for  Acton  Trussell  and  Dunston  was  started.”
